ienced one of the heaviest downpours 


of rain in many years, between two 


and one-half and three inches of water 


falling in that space of time.

Money goes out of Sedalia because it is sent out. There is probably no 
utilitarian want of civilization that cannot be purchased here. If the article 
is not kept in stock, which is unlikely, your merchant will«procure it for you 
at a cost not greater than that charged by the foreign mail order house that 
takes your money to enrich another city, to pay labor elsewhere, to pay rent 
elsewhere, to pay taxes elsewhere, to pay freight elsewhere, to employ in­ 
dustry elsewhere. 
The agent of local calamity is the representative of the foreign firm. He 
comes to the city, opens his sample cases in a local hotel and Invites you 
to spend your money, which he dispatches to other regions. 
His system of 
business is not one of good economy and if he makes you a lower price than. 
the one made by a local merchant on a “bill of goods,” he offers you either 
inferior articles or articles manufactured in tenement houses or by sweatshop 
labor. He cannot honestly cut the prices of Sedalia merchants, who are able 
to purchase goods as cheaply as his owrn house, when to the purchase price 
of the foreign corporation is added the expense of salesmanship. 


HE LOSES WHO SENDS MONEY AWAY. 


But granting that the same goods could be purchased at a smaller price, 
is it to the advantage of the Sedalian to send money from the city in which 
he makes bis living? lf he builds up business elsewhere, it would be logical 
for him to go and reap the benefit of his trade. 
For every dollar that is 
spent in a given city benefits every line of industry in that city. 
It is ex­ 
pensive to buy elsewhere what can be bought in your^ own city. 
It is not true that better goods at equal prices can1 be bought in any city 
in Hie middle west. To shop successfully one must see the stock from which 
one chooses and therein lies the fallacy of mail order shopping. If a woman 
orders a coat suit, the chances are that it will not fit. Then she must have 
it altered in Sedalia and add to the cost the price of a local tailor. 
If the 
suit were purchased in Sedalia, the Sedalia store would get the same work, 
but the store that made the sale would pay the tailor. 


MAIL ORDERS SENT ON FAITH. 


To buy by mail the purchaser must buy by faith, he must rob the local 
tax payer and he must c heat himself. 
“The curse of the entire middle west,” says a student of economic prob­ 
lems, “is the buying from other parts of the country those things which w e 
can secure or produce at home. This is true as to clothing, as well as to food.*’ 
What Sedalia offers in style and quality was recently shown to the 
women of the city by the spring openings. Mode and finish accorded to the 
designs created by the demand of New York and Paris. 


ABLE TO BUILD UP CITY. 
If Sedalians will follow the dictates of their good sense, they will by 
their trade bring prosperity to the merchants already established in this 
city and encourage other persons to enter business. If they will throw their 
mail order catalogues into their grate fires they will see new' buildings rise 
in our streets, new' homes in the suburbs. If they will fight shy of the agent 
for foreign firms, they will aid materially in settling the problem of the 
unemployed. 
They will liquidate debts in Sedalia which amount to thou­ 
sands of dollars. They will increase deposits in local banks. They will make 
their city and section independent. 


Not least is the spirit of neighborly co-operation that w'ould be fostered 
and forwarded. For this is the spirit which builds cities in wrealth, population 
and prosperity. There is not a phase of business activity which the “Buy ia 
Sedalia” doctrine, if adhered to, would not benefit.

Edward Quigley, Catholic archbishop 
of Chicago, died here at 5:20 this af­ 
ternoon at the home of his brother, 
the chief of police of this city. 
The 
Most 
Rev. 
James 
Edward 
Quigley, archbishop 
of 
the Roman 
Catholic 
diocese 
of 
Chicago, 
was 
tnown as 
a 
profound 
logician, a 
scholar and linguist, and one of the 
most unostentatious and conservative 
prelates of the Catholic church in the 
'Jnited States. 
He was born in Oshawa, Ontario, 
Canada, in 1854. While an infant bis 
parents moved to Lima, N. Y„ and 
when he was 3 years old the family 
home was established in Rochester, 
Si. Y. 
He was the oldest son of a 
arge family, and a relative, Rev. Ed­ 
ward Quigley, of Buffalo, took a great 
interest in him and directed his edu­ 
cation from his first school days. 
Under the direction of the Chris­ 
tian Brothers at Niagara University 
he pursued his studies at St. Joseph 
college, Buffalo. From there be went 
to the University of Innsbruck, Aus­ 
tria, and completed'his 
student ca­ 
reer in Rome at the College of the 
Propaganda, wfiere Cardinal Settolli, 
the first papal delegate to the United 
States, was one 
of his instructors. 
There he received the degree of doc­ 
tor of divinity. 
At one time lie came near divert­ 
ing from his career in 
the church, 
In 1872 he passed with highest hon­ 
ors in an examination for West Point, 
but yielding 
to 
the 
advice of his 
friends he 
decided 
to 
enter 
the 
priesthood. 
In 1879 he was ordained a priest at 
Rome by Cardinal Lavelletta. 
The 
young priest at once returned to the 
i 
United States and was assigned to 
active work at Attica, N. Y. He wa 
there only a short time when he was 
made rector of St. Joseph’s cathedral 
in Buffalo, N. Y., where he remained 
ten years.

dangerous part of our 
auto trip was around Emerald bay, a 
southwestern projection of the lake 
where a narrow road lias been hewn 
out of the side of the mountain. Part 
of the way this road is very steep 
and it is difficult for two autos to 
pass . The view is one of wonderful 
beauty, but the ride reminded me of 
the American lady who, on a visit to 
Canada, took a toboggan slide. 
She 
was asked what she thought of it and 
replied that she would not have miss­ 
ed it for a hundred dollars and would 
not repeat it for a thousand. 
If any 
of your readers want a “thriller" let 
them 
try 
the ride around Emerald 
bay. 
Next to that I can recommend the 
ride down the mountain from Sum­ 
mit to Donner Lake, a drop of 1,200 
feet in two miles. Much of the way 
there is a grade of 30 per cent. The 
water from Donner lake flows into 
the Truckee river, which is the out­ 
let of Lake Tahoe. 
A dam at the 
lower end of the lake holds back the 
waters of the lake for irrigation pur­ 
poses. 
Truckee river has no connec 
lion with the sea. 
The water not 
used for irrigation 
is 
lost 
in 
the 
marshes of Pyramid lake. 
Leaving the lake we climbed to the 
summit of the Sierras 
and 
turned 
aside to Echo lake, a gem set ,n gran 
ite and snow 7,580 feet above the sea. 
It is only a few miles from Lake Ta­ 
hoe, into which it e rn d t^ and is a 
famous fishing resort . Here on a hot 
June day we tramped in the snow. 
The gap in the mountains through 
which we crossed the range coming 
hack to the Pacific side is more than 
a thousand feet above Lake Tahoe. 
In a few miles we reached the Ameri­ 
can river, whose course we follow*ed 
forty miles, in which distance it falls 
a mile or more. 
lf there is a more picturesque and 
interesting river in the world I w*ould 
like to see it. 
Sometimes our road 
would be near the water’s edge and 
tben we would wind our way along 
the face of the mountain, with the 
river tumbling over the rocks hun­

UNSATISFACTORY IS UNANIMOUS VERDICT 


President Wilson Will Act With De­ 
liberation as Well as Firmness, 
Is Opinion—Full Text of 
the Document. 


Washington,

Washington takes tonight 
a 
grave 
view of the situation produced by the 


refusal of Germany to meet the de­ 
mands of the United States. 
Upon 
President Wilson rests the burden of 
deciding what policy this government 
is to follow, and quietly and care­ 
fully he is considering the situation 
at Cornish. 
It is stated here that the country 
may expect him to act “with delibera­ 
tion as wTell as firmness.” 
Secretary 
Lansing will go to Cornish with the 
note Monday or Tuesday, 
and 
the 
president will return soon after and 
lay before the cabinet the course on 
which he has determined. 
The unanimous verdict of high offi­ 
cials is that the German reply is un­ 
satisfactory and leaves the situation 
exactly where it was immediately af­ 
ter the sinking of the Lusitania. 
Before taking any definite steps to­ 
ward showing disapproval of the last 
note, which might be exhibited by re­ 
calling our ambassador or the com­ 
plete severance of 
diplomatic 
rela­ 
tions, it is declared that probably the 
United States will send another note 
formally rejecting the reply and re­ 
questing immediate compliance with 
this go\ernm ent’s requests.

Washington . The president conferred

It wras with a calm air that Wash­ 
ington officials heard of the contents 
of the note. Secretary Lansing stated 
that, while he had no reason to doubt 
the version of the note published in 
the news dispatches, no formal con 
sideration wTould be given the note 
until it had been received officially 
from Ambassador Gerard . That prob­

tonight. 
No 
word has been received regarding it 
today, further than that it was being 
telegraphed between Berlin and Co 
penhagen and that it would then be 
dispatched to the United States via 
London. 
Officials are generally agreed that 
the contents of the note is far from 
satisfactory, and

the

States is facing a difficult problem 
with Germany—that 
all 
considera­ 
tions have reached a deadlock.

Opinions vary as to a reasonable

pass freely and 
safely, Germany entertaining 
in re­ 
turn the confident 
hope 
that 
the 
American government 
will see that 
these ships do not carry contraband; 
such ships to be provided with dis­ 
tinguishing marks and 
their arrival 
announced a reasonable 
time in ad­ 
vance. 
The same privilege is extended to 
a reasonable number of neutral pas­ 
senger ships 
under 
the 
American 
lag, and should the number of ships 
thus available for passenger service 
prove inadequate, Germany is willing 
to permit America to place four hos­ 
tile passenger 
steamers 
under the 
American flag to ply between North 
America and Europe under the same 
conditions. 
The Text of the Note. 
The text of the German note fol­ 
lows: 
The undersigned has the honor to 
make the following reply to his ex­ 
cellency, Ambassador Gerard, to the

the German submarine w'ar. The im­ 
perial government learned w'ith sat­ 
isfaction from the note how earnest­ 
ly the government 
of

States is concerned

seeing the 
principles of humanity 
realized

the present war.

Also this appeal finds ready echo 
in Germany and the imperial govern­ 
ment is quite willing 
to permit its 
statements and decisions in the pres­ 
ent case to be governed by the prin­ 
ciples of humanity just 
as 
it has 
done always. 
♦ 
The imperial 
government welcom­ 
ed with gratitude when the American 
government in the note 
of 
May 15 
itself recalled that Germany had al­ 
ways permitted itself to be governed 
by the principles of progress and hu­ 
manity in dealing 
w'ith 
the law of 
maritime w'ar. 
Since the time when Frederick the 
Great negotiated with 
John Adams, 
Benjamin Franklin and Thomas Jef 
ferson the treaty of 
friendship and 
commerce of Sept. 9, 1785, between 
Prussia and 
the 
Republic 
of 
the 
West, German and American states­ 
men have, in fact, alw'avs stood to­ 
gether in the struggle for the free­ 
dom of the seas and for the protec 
tion of peaceable trade. 
Have Always Advocated Progressive 
Principles. 
In 
the 
international 
proceedings 
which since have been conducted for 
the regulation of the laws of mari­ 
time war, Germany and America have 
jointly advocated 
progressive 
prin­ 
ciples, especially the abolishment of 
the right of capture at sea and the 
protection of the interests of neutrals. 
Even at the beginning of the pres­ 
ent war the German government im­ 
mediately declared its willingness, in 
response to proposals of the Ameri­ 
can government, to ratify the Declar­ 
ation of London and thereby subject 
itself iii the use of its naval forces 
to all the restrictions provided there­ 
in in favor 
of 
neutrals. 
Germany 
likewise has been always tenacious of 
the principle that war should be con­ 
ducted against the armed and organ­ 
ized forces of an enemy country, but 
that the enemy 
civilian 
population 
must 
be 
spared as far as possible 
from the measures of war. 
The imperial government cherishes 
the definite hope that some way will 
be found when peace is concluded, or 
perhaps earlier, to regulate the law 
of maritime w'ar in a manner guaran­ 
teeing the freedom of the seas and 
will welcome it with gratitude and 
satisfaction if it can work hand in 
hand with the American government 
on that occasion. 
No Guilt on Germany. 
If in the present war the principles 
which should be the ideal of the fu­ 
ture have been traversed more and 
more, 
the 
longer its duration, the 
German government 
has 
no 
guilt 
therein. 
It is know'n to the Ameri­ 
can government how' Germany’s ad 
versaries, 
by 
completely paralyzing 
peaceable traffic 
betw’een 
Germany 
opinion expressed by the Berlin press and neutral countries, 
have 
aimed 


armed forces as the life of the Ger­ 
man nation, repudiating in doing so 
all the rules of international law and 
disregarding all the rights 
of 
neu­ 
trals. 
On November 3, 1914, England de­ 
clared the North sea w'ar area and by 
planting poorly anchored mines and 
by the stoppage and capture of ves­ 
sels made passage extremely danger­ 
ous and difficult for neutral shipping, 
so by that actually blockading neutral 
coasts and ports contrary to all in­ 
ternational law*. 
Long before the beginning of the 
submarine 
war 
England practically 
completely intercepted all legitimate 
neutral navigation to Germany also. 
Thus Germany was driven to a sub­ 
marine war on trade. 
On November 14, 1914, the English 
premier declared in the 
house 
of 
commons that it was one of England’s 
principal tasks to prevent food for 
the German population from reaching 
Germany via neutral ports. 
What England Has Been Doing. 
Since March first England has been 
taking from neutral 
ships 
without 
further formality 
all 
merchandise 
proceeding to Germany as well as all 
merchandise coming from Germany, 
even when neutral property. 
Just as 
it was also with the Boers, the Ger­ 
man people are now' to be given the 
choice of perishing from starvation 
with Its women and children or of re­ 
linquishing its independence. 
While our enemies thus loudly and 
openly proclaimed w'ar without mercy 
until our utter destruction, wre w'ere 
conducting a war in self-defense for 
our national existence and for the 
sake of peace 
of an assured perma­ 
nency. 
We have been 
obliged * to 
adopt a submarine warfare to meet 
the declared intentions of our enemies 
and the methods of warfare adopted 
by them in contravention of interna­ 
tional lawr. 
With all its efforts In principle to 
protect neutral 
life 
and 
property 
from damage as much 
as 
possible, 
the German government 
recognized 
unreservedly in its memorandum of 
February 4 that the interests of neu­ 
tral might suffer from the submarine 
warfare. 
A Fight for Existence. 
How'ever, the American government 
will also understand and appreciate 
that in the fight for existence w'hieh 
has been forced upon Germany by its 
adversaries and announced by them 
it is the sacred duty of the imperial 
government to do all within its pow­ 
er to protect and save the lives of 
German subjects. 
lf Hie imperial government were 
derelict in these duties, it w'ould be 
guilty before God and history of the 
violation of those principles of high­ 
est humanity, which are the founda­ 
tion of every national existence. 
The case of the Lusitania show's 
with horrible clearness to w'hat jeo­ 
pardizing of human lives the manner 
of conducting war employed by our 
adversaries leads. 
In the most direct contradiction of 
international law', all distinctions be­ 
tween merchantmen and war vessels 
have been obliterated by the order 
to British merchantmen to arm them­ 
selves and to ram submarines and 
the promise of rewards therefor, and 
neutrals who use merchantmen as 
travelers thereby have been exposed 
in an increasing degree to all the 
dangers of war. 
Case of the Lusitania. 
If the commander of the German 
submarine which destroyed the Lusi­ 
tania had caused the crew and pas­ 
sengers to take to the boats before 
firing a torpedo 
this 
w'ould 
have 
meant the sure destruction of his own 
vessel. 
After 
the 
experiences 
in 
sinking much smaller and less sea­ 
worthy vessels, it was to be expect­ 
ed that a mighty ship like the Lusi­ 
tania would remain above water long 
enough even after the torpedoing to 
permit passengers to enter the ship’s 
boats. 
Circumstances of a 
very 
peculiar 
kind, especially 
the 
presence 
on 
board of large quantities 
of 
highly 
explosive 
materials 
(word omitted, 
possibly “dissipated”) 
this 
expecta­ 
tion. 
In addition, it may be pointed 
out that if the Lusitania 
had 
been 
spared thousands of cases of muni­ 
tions would have been sent to Ger­ 
many’s enemies and 
thereby 
thou­ 
sands of German mothers and chil­ 
dren robbed of breadwinners. 
In the spirit of friendship where­ 
with the German nation 
has 
been 
imbued towards the Union and its in­ 
habitants since the earliest days of 
Its existence, the imperial government 
always will be ready to do all it can 
during the present war also to pre­ 
vent the jeopardizing 
of 
lives 
of 
American citizens. 
The imperial government, therefore 
repeats the assurances that American 
ships 
will 
not 
be hindered in the 
prosecution of legitimate 
shipping 
and the lives of American citizens in 
neutral vessels shall not be placed in 
jeopardy. 
Wants No Contraband Aboard. 
In order to exclude any unforseen 
dangers to American passenger steam 
ers made possible in view of the con 


duct of maritime war by Germany’s 
adversaries, German submarines will 
be instructed: to permit the free and 
safe passage of such passenger steam­ 
ers when made recognizable by spe­ 
cial markings and notified a reason­ 
able time in advance. 
The imperial government, however, 
confidently hopes that the American 
government will assume to guarantee! 
that these vessels have no contra­ 
band on board, details of arrange­ 
ments for the unhampered passage of 
these vessels to he agreed upon by 
the naval authorities of both sides. 
In order to furnish adequate fa­ 
cilities for travel across the Atlan­ 
tic for American citizens, the German 
government submits for consideration 
a proposal to increase the number of 
available steamers by installing in 
passenger service a reasonable num­ 
ber of neutral steamers under the 
American flag, the exact number to 
be agreed upon under the same con­ 
dition as the above-mentioned Anieri-j 
can steamers. 
Tile imperial government believes 
it can assure that in this manner 
adequate facilities for travel across 
the Atlantic Ocean can be afforded 
American citizens. There would there­ 
fore appear to be no compelling neces­ 
sity for American citizens to travel 
to Europe in time of war on ships 
parrying an enemy flag. 
In particu­ 
lar, the imperial government is un­ 
able to admit that American citizens 
can protect an enemy ship through 
the mere fact of their presence on 
board. 
Followed Example of England. « 
Germany merely followed England’s 
example when she declared part of 
the high seas an area of wrar. Conse­ 
quently accidents 
suffered 
by neu­ 
trals on enemy ships in this area of 
war can not well be 
judged differ­ 
ently from accidents to 
which neu­ 
trals are at all times exposed at the 
seat of war on land when they be­ 
take themselves to dangerous locali­ 
ties in spite of previous warnings. 
lf, however, it should not be possi­ 
ble for the American government to 
require an adequate number of neu­ 
tral passenger steamers, the imperial 
government is prepared to interpose 
no objections to the 
placing under 
the American flag by the American 
government of four enemy passenger 
steamers 
for 
passenger 
traffic be­ 
tween North America and England. 
Assurances of “free and sate” pas­ 
sage for American passenger steam­ 
ers w’ould extend to apply under the 
identical pro-conditions to these for- 
mery hostile passenger steamers. 
The president of the United States 
has declared his readiness in a wray 
deserving of thanks to communicate 
and suggest proposals to 
the gov­ 
ernment of Great Britain with par­ 
ticular reference 
to 
the alteration 
of maratime war. 
The imperial government will al­ 
ways be glad to make 
use of the 
good offices 
of 
the 
president, and 
hopes that his efforts in the present 
case, as w'ell as in the direction of 
the lofty ideal of the freedom of the 
sea, will lead to an understanding. 
The undersigned requests the am­ 
bassador to bring the above to tit* 
knowledge of the

ment, and avails himself of the op­ 
portunity to renew to his excellency 
the assurances of his 
most distin­ 
guished 
consideration.

Buffum admitted that he wras re­ 
buked by McClung and m at he imme­ 
diately left the prison. 
“I went to the prison and asked 
permission of a guard to go through 
one of the cell houses. 
I wanted to 
see for myself just how the inmates 
lived and what conveniences are pro­ 
vided,” he said. 
“Well, I had made the rounds and 
came out. I met three convicts in the 
yards. 
“ ‘How is it/ I said to them, ‘that 
you men are not locked up? 
I no­ 
ticed that all the others were in the 
! cells. 
“Before they could reply Mr. Mc­ 
Clung came up and said: 
“ ‘If you want to talk to the con­ 
victs go to the deputy warden’s office.’

Berryer finds a pathetic inconsistency 
in his title of minister of the interior 
for the stricken Belgian nation, whose 
rule now covers a strip of territory 
of about ten miles wide and thirty 
miles long—out of an original total of 
18,000 square miles. 
The “interior” 
of Belgium is now a little of every­ 
where—in France, Holland and Eng­ 
land—wherever the civilian Belgians 
have found shelter. 
Monsieur Berryer has not only to I 
look after several million exiles in 
three countries, but is responsible for 
a civilian population of 125,000 per­ 
sons crowded in what still remains 
intact of Belgium. 
One of the most difficult problems 
has been the prevention of the spread 
of disease. 
Notwithstanding stout re­ 
sistance 
and 
innumerable 
subter­ 
fuges to avoid it, the authorities have 
forced 70,000 of these civilians to sub­ 
mit to vaccination against typhoid. 
Such systematic 
work 
has 
been 
done in this line that the typhoid has 
practically been conquered and the 
wartime death rate kept down to the 
normal rate of peace time, in spite of 
such handicaps as the scarcity of pure 
water. 
“When the allies advance,” as every 
Belgian expects them to do, the water 
question will become oven more ser­ 
ious. 
W ater lies only a yard below 
th?* surface in the 
lower 
part 
rn 
Flanders and is all polluted. The Bel­ 
gian and the English sanitary depart­ 
ments, working together, have pre- 
>ared means of analyzing the water 
'O that .‘he presence of poisonous m at­ 
ter may he instantly detected. 
For the supply of the army, as well 
as for the civilian population, it is 
proposed to install laree filters in 
boats, which could follow the canals 
md from which 
w ater tanks 
could 
take their supply and distribute it to 
lh*' population 
This formidable un­ 
ion aking will require a vast organiza­ 
tion and a considerable outlay. 
Monsieur 
Berryer 
has 
rendered 
probably the greatest service to his 
country in looking 
after 
the 
war 
babies. 
Many of them born 
in

manger during the confusion of re 
treat are carefully sought out and 
placed where they may have every 
care. 
The little ones that have no 
'ontrolling band to keep ibem out of 
iii? streets are sent to the Belgian 
schools in France, and those of famil­ 
ies along the battle front, where a 
d ra y shell is likely to fall, are no 
longer allowed to take the risks of 
I heir elders.

PROPER FENCING FOR SHEEP 


Always Looms Up as Serious Problem 
to Those Interested In Keeping 
a Few of the Animals. 


To those interested in getting a few 
sheep on the farm the fencing prob 
lem always looms up as a most seriou* 
difficulty. It does not require a heav* 
fence to hold sheep. 
Barbed win 
however, is most unsatisfactory fenc­ 
ing for sheep. 
The best kind of fence is one mad* 
of woven wire from 30 to 42 inches I: 
height, having from five to nine hori 
zontai wires and from 16 to 20 stay* 
or vertical wires to the rod. 
Any woven 
fence coming inside 
these limits if put on to good post. 
from 14 to 16 feet apart will make : 
satisfactory fence for turning sheep 
With a 30-inch woven wire it is a1 
ways desirable to place at least one 
barbed wire on top. 
When building a fence to turn sheep 
it might just as well be so construct 
ed as to turn all classes of farm ani 
mals. 
Where it is desired to fence against 
hogs it will be necessary' to have a 
barbed wire next to the ground as well 
and a somewhat closer 
mesh 
and 
heavier v. ire must be used.

All natives of Belgium and the oc­ 
cupied French provinces arc kept in 
very strict surveillance, one G erm an 
guard being generally assigned to ev­ 
ery two captives while at work in the 
fields or going to or from such work.
